IN STRIKE RIOTS 


Striking Carman Shot by Policeman 
in Philadelphia—Foreign Ele- 
ment is an Ugly Mood 


Philadelphia, Feb. 27—One hundred 
thousand thembers of the labor unions 
in this city will go on strike. next 
Saturday in sympathy with the strect 
car men, The general strike was or, 
ered this evening’ by 700 w.kily on 
thusiastic delegates trom 140 locals, 
who had met to decide the initial step 
in the trolley men’s battle, which for 
the past two or three days has been 
going against them. The only ques- 
‘tion at issue at the meeting, it soon 
deve‘oped, was not whether there 
would be a strike, that, went through 
with a whoop and a roar. Only a few 
of the ulltra-conservative speaking 
against it, and their words were haif- 
hearted, but the question was; “When 
is the strike to begin?’ 

“Now, at once.’ demanded scores of 
delegates. 

President J. J. Murphy, president 
of the Central Labor unions, declared: 

“A word from this meeting will tie 
up a hundred industries tomorrow. 
Let’s send it out.” 

C. O. Pratt,.the carmen’s chief, and 
the other big leaders from out of town, 
who had come on to view the situa- 
tion, spoke more coolly and pointed 
out that a strike like this one propos- 
ed to be—such a strike as has seldom 
if ever been conducted anywhere— 
should not be entered into too hastily. 
This calmer counsel was accepted, af- 
ter the first blaze uf enthusiasm had 
quieted, 

Striker Shot and Killed. 

South Bethichem. Pa., Feb, 27—Jos. 
Sambo, seid to be one of the men 
on strike at the Bethlehem street riot, 
was shot and killed Saturday by a 
state policeman, two cthers were | 
wounded by ‘butlets and a dozen re- 
ceived wounds in Various ways.

The police say that every revolver 
on sale’ here and in Bethlehem thas 
been purchased by foreigners and that 
they have gone so far as to buy shears | 
and fashion them into dirks for fut- 
ure use. 

Tabor leaders who are organizing 
the strikers have appointed commit 
tees to urge the foreigners to refrain 
from attacking the police. 

No Clashes at Steel Works. | 

There were no clashes between the 
state troopers and the strikers at the 
Bethichem steel works today, No 
more a hali a dozen state police 
were on duty keeping clear the side- 
walks in front of the company’s office 
and preventing any gatherings of men, 
The news of yesterday’s riot and kil- 
ling attracted large crowds from vari- 
ous parts of the Lehigh Valley, who 
all day long promenaded Third street, 
on which the rioting occurred. 

It is feared that today’s quietude 
simply indicates a recuperation of 
forces for a recurrence of mob viol- 
ence, when the Bethlehem Steel com- 
pany aakes an attempt tomorrow 
morning to reopen the works. All the 
men who had been at work on Friday 
when President Schwab ordered the 
Plant closed until the sheriff was able 
to cope with the situation, have re: 
ceived orders to return to their work 
under protection of the state troopers 
and the several hundred deputies 
sworn in by Sheriff Robert Pearson 
most of whom went on duty toda. 
Many of the company’s employecs 


have also been sworn in as deputies 
for service inside the works.

Lively Debate in Lower Canada on the 
Naval Bill—Gustav Boyer Defends 
Bill Against Nationalist Attack— 
Refers to Fore and Aft Assault of 
Laurier’s Posititn. 


Montreal, Féb. 28—Another lively 
date on the government’s naval pol- 
iey occurred at Rigaud, Vaudretil 
county, this acternoon, when Mr. Gus- 


tav Boyer met the Nationalist group 
on the platform, and defended the 
neval bill, He said that he had been 
opposed to this measure at first in 
parliament, but when de heard Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier -Genouneed ‘by On- 


tario for proposing too little and being 


| disloyal to his King. anc denounced 


in Quebee for doing tu much and be- 
ing distoyal to his race, the felt he 
must stand by his chief. He, however, 
regarded the naval ‘bill as the lesser of 
two evils, sinee if the government were 
defeated on it the Conservatives would 
come to power with Mr. Borden’s plan 
of direct contribution. 

The demand for aid, he said, came 
from Great Britain, but as long as 
our present relationship with Eng- 
land Jasted we must’ listen to such 
demands.

A General Increase. 


Turning to the general work of the 
department, the report shows that 
there has been a steady increase in 
the general correspondence of the 
department, and in fact.in the work 
of all the branches thereof. The en- 
rollment of stallions each year shows 
a slight ineredse in the percentage of 
pure-bred animals enrolled as against 
the grades. “It is a sad commentary 
on the horse industry of the province 
to note that there are two grade stal- 
lions standing for service to every 
pure-bred one. 

Stock inspection returns show that 
approximately 10,000 head of horses 
were exported from the province, 
while in the neighborhood of 13,000 
head were shipped from one part of 
the province to Another. In all, over 
79,200 head of cattle were shipped east 
out of the province, and over 23,000 
west as export cattle. In all, making 
a grand total for export stock of some- 
thing over 102,200 head, This shows 
a considerable increase in the num- 
ber of animals exported, and on the 
face ofr it does noi justify the report 
of the large cattie dealers of the coun- 
try to the efféct that the industry is 
on the decline. It is true the large 
ranches are being broken up, but the 
reat number of smal] farmers making 
homes for themselves in all parts of 
the province is going to steadily coun- 
teract any diminution in the number 
of animals available for export, On 
the contrary, und in consequence there 
will be .a steadily inereasing number 
of animals available for export and 
of a higher quality because handled in 
smal! bunches under more careful 
supervision. 

No Disease in Stock. 


In his section of the report, the Live 


Stock Commissioner points out the 
very valuable fact that the province 
was practically free during the past 


year from any cpidemics of diseases 
in live stock, that thus the health of 
animals was excellent and that the 
climatic conditions were favorable for 
the saving of a very large percentage 
of the natural increase. The live 
stock commissioner’s report shows 4 
busy season's work in assisting farm- 
ers in marketing their stock, in ar- 
ranging for transportation facilities 
for some, in visiting the var ‘ 
yards’n connection with the officia 
of the Railway Commission, and = in 
insisting upon improvements in these 
yards in accordance with what is 
necessary to meet she present require- 
ments. His report also shows that 
under the auspices of the department, 
assistance was given to the importa- 
tion of nine car loads of pure — bred 
dairy stock, which was distributed 
wel. throughout the province.

Why the Budget Was Rejected. 

If, then, the Lords were not as they 
had been | peitured—although with 
undoubted defects in their econstitu- 
tion, and a certain bias towards Tory- 
ism—why was the budget rejected? 

One reason, not the more imuortant, 
was that the English are a sporting 
race, and uo fair percentage of this 
feeling exists iin the House of Lords, 
They had been taunted and challenged 
by the Radical part; to reject thi 
budget. Speaking on merely human 
grounds, it was a case of either fight 
or be humiliated, and an Engtisrman 
that wili not fight before he is huméti- 
ated is not much of an Englishman. 

But it. was rejected on more im- 
portant grounds, They believed that 
the basis of tuxation should tbe widen- 
ed; they believed that capital would 
be driven out of England, and far Jess 
money be available for local and gen- 
eral commercial enterprises; that this 
would go to other countries where 
fhe remuneration woulkl be better, 
They believed that through the budget 
commercial progress would be check 
ed; unemployment would inerease and 
that very social condition aggravated 
tha tits was sought to remedy, and 
that “the last state would be worse 
than the first,’’ 

There was another reason for the 
rejection, Mr, Willison thought. The 
House of Lords believed that the 
whole system of taxation should be 1 
vised; that the time had come when 
protection should be restored. and in- 
direct taxation substituted, They be- 
lieved that a great educations, com- 
paign would strengthen the opposi- 
tion—although they were haitily likely 
to curry the country with the bud- 
get on their backs.

OUE TO HIS OWN NEGLIGENCE, 


Case of Kensley, Killed at Broderick. 


Outlook, Sask., Feb, 27.—The — in- 
quest ealied by Dr. Redden, coroner, 
to inquire into the cause of the death 
of Harry Kengley, section foreman, 
killed last week at Broderick, was con- 
vened ‘yesterday and the jury brought 
in the following verdict: 

“That Harry Kensley came to his 
death by the collision of a handear, 
upon which he was riding, with C.P.R, 
engine No. 1436, while going in oppo- 
site directions, at a point about a mile 
east of Broderick. We believe death 
was due to the eulpable negligence of 
the deceased,” 

It was brought out in the evidence 
that G. Lara, who was on the hand 
ear with Kensley, warned him of the 
approaching train, a way freight, but 
was told to “pump hard and make the 
crossing.” Both men had their backs 
to the approaching train, on account 
of the cold wind blowing towards 
them, and when Jara jooked around 
again he found the train within a 
rail and a half of the handecar. Call- 
ing upon Kensley to jump, he did so 
himself just as the car was struck and 
was thrown down the bank unhurt, 
but Kensley failed to jump in time 
and was thrown upon the cow-catcher, 

Owing to the escaping steam the 
engineer and the fireman failed to 
see the hand-car approaching, and the 
first intimation they had of an acci- 
dent was upon being stopped at Gien- 
side by one of the section hands, who 
noticed the empty handcar being push- 
ed ahead of the train. Upon exam- 
ination, Kensley was found on the 
cow-catcher, dead.
